In Monday Night Meeting 


The City Council will conduct seven 
public 
hearings 
Monday 
night 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. in city hall. 
The largest case involves the an­ 
nexation and zoning of 118 acres on the 
southwest corner of Alma and Car­ 
penter Rds. Cambridge Companies 
has requested SF-4 and Retail zoning. 
Hunt Properties has also submitted 
a request for Retail zoning on 21.8 
acres on the northeast corner of FM 
544 and Preston Rd. The property is 
also up for annexation. 
Rezoning has been asked for 35 
acres on the southwest corner of 
Parker Rd. and Rowlett Creek. James 
Verdin wants Agriculture zoning to 
build a stable. The land is presently 
zoned for Estate Development. 


Texas legislators will convene in 
Austin Monday in a second attempt to 
provide Plano and the state’s 1,100 
school districts new funds for 
financing public school education. 
Two bills have already been pre­ 
filed in the House of Representatives 
and a third House bill is expected to be 
filed Monday along with a Senate 
proposal, according to Plano ISD 
legislative basion Jerry Smith. 
“Both the pre-filed bills and the two 
expected Monday will provide in­ 
creased state funds for Plano even

Says Death 


Accidental 


Richard Donaghue, believed to be 
Plano’s first fire death since 1971, died 
of natural causes the Dallas County 
Medical Examiner said Thursday. 
The 35-year-old victim was found 
last week on a burning mattress at 
2601 Raintree. Fire Marshal Bill 
Threet said the apparent cause of the 
blaze was smoking in bed. 
The medical examiner ruled that 
heart failure was the cause of death. 
Police had speculated that the man 
was not alone when he died, but no 
evidence of foul play was found. 
The fire department was called to 
the death scene at 12:27 a.m. on June 
29. The blaze was contained to the bed.

According to Smith, Plano is 
targeted for a $215,000 increase in its 
LFA—an increase that is con­ 
siderably less than the $1.3 million 
increase that will occur if no new 
finance bill is passed. 
Offsetting the LFA increase will be 
approximately $1.6 million more state 
funds for salaries, maintenance and 
operation, transportation and aid to 
districts such as Plano with below 
average property values. 
“ Our m ajor concern, besides 
simply getting a bill passed, is that 
sufficient funds are available for 
equalization aid,” Smith stressed. 


hardware. Alexander Grant and Co.

School Financing 
Session Opens Monday 


Equal Education for All... 
Except If the Money’s Gone

When the Supreme Court 
decided in the late 1950’s that all 
persons were entitled to an equal 
education, minorities across the 
nation declared a well-earned 
victory. But some 20 years after 
that landm ark decision, one 
particular minority is 
still 
struggling to earn its educational 
rights. 
Eight-year old Terry Endsley, 
son of Carroll and Sharon End­ 
sley of Plano, belongs to that 
minority. He is a multiply- 
handicapped child—totally deaf, 
retarded and cerebral palsied. 
For the past nine months, 
Terry has been cared for in a 
private institution, the Jefferson 
Home for Children in Azle. But 
due to a cutback in funding from 
the 
state 
legislature, 
the 
youngster may be ejected from 
that home at the end of the 
summer. 
“I want it to be known that I 
am not trying to get rid of my 
child,” stressed Terry’s mother. 
“There’s not a day goes by that I 
don’t think of him, but it is im­ 
possible to devote the time to 
Terry at home that he needs 
without resentments developing 
from the other children.” 
There are four other sons 
besides Terry in the Endsley 
household, and with the constant 
attention her handicapped child 
requires, Sharon Endsley feels 
that Terry cannot live at home 
without 
placing 
an 
in­ 
surmountable burden on the rest 
of the family. 
She and her husband are also 
concerned that Terry receives 
the best education and care 
available to him. 
“Because of Terry’s complex 
multiple handicaps . . 
his 
educational needs cannot be met 
by any program in the Plano 
Independent School District or 
any program I know of in the 
metroplex area,” explained Mrs. 
Endsley. “I personally visited the 
Jefferson Home and found it 
more than adequate to meet 
Terry’s educational needs as well 
as 
physical 
and emotional 
needs.” 
But the Jefferson facility costs 
between $500 and $600 a month 
per student, and the Endsleys 
(like most other middle class 
families) cannot afford to pay for 
their son’s care themselves 
No More Money 
For the past two years state 
money 
has 
been 
available 
through the Texas Education 
Agency 
(TEA) 
for some 90 
students like Terry who need 
special out-of-district care. 
This 
y ear’s 
legislature,

however, cut that funding from 
$250,000 a year to just $100,000 
and stiffened the regulations so 
that only students requiring care 
in out-of-state facilities could be 
helped. 
Those 
changes 
withdraw 
virtually every penny of state 
financing for Terry and his 90 
companions. 
State schools for the mentally 
retarded do exist, but the waiting 
lists for these institutions can be 
as long as six years. If Terry 
cannot continue at the Jefferson 
Home or be admitted to a state 
school, he will be forced into a 
local program that does not meet 
his needs. 
“There is nothing sadder to see 
than a child who is placed in a 
program that is not suited to 
him,” Mrs. Endsley remarked. 
“The child, even a severely 
retarded child such as Terry, will 


become 
m ore 
and 
more 
frustrated and bored even to the 
point of physical self-abuse. 
“To waste another year of this 
child's life in an inappropriate 
program would be a crime when 
there is indeed a program (but no 
funds) available," she added. 
“ H andicapped 
ch ild ren 
deserve the right to be placed in a 
proper program and not just be 
pigeon-holed in w hatever is 
available through the (local) 
school district.” 
What to Do Now? 
The Endsleys are at a loss as to 
how to care for Terry if funds 
aren’t provided by the state for 
the child to continue at the 
private home in Azle. 
Home care is almost out of the 
question because of the other 
children's needs and because 
Terry 
m ust 
be 
constantly

Officers Take Aim, Prove Accuracy

A lawman is often known by the gun 
he carries and the Plano Police Dept. 
is making sure that local officers 
know how to use that symbol of 
authority. 
The department has conducted its 
first in-house firearms qualification 
test to insure that officers are ac­ 
curate with the weapon they hope is 
never needed. 
Each of the department’s 57 sworn 
officers had passed firearms training 
as part of his law enforcement 
education, but many had no op­ 
portunity to practice after graduation 
from the regional police academy. 
To meet that need the department 


constructed a pistol range on an 
unused portion of the service center. 
Doing most of the work themselves, 
the officers were able to build the 
facility which has already become an 
area showplace for about $12,000. 
“We’re very fortunate to have one 
of the nicest ranges in the area,” Chief 
Duane Kinsey mused. “ It’sextremely 
important to have such a facility 
because officers who carry weapons 
have an awesome responaibility to be 
thoroughly familiar with them.” 
“Here we use our weapons only for 
the protection of human life,” he 
stressed. “We don’t want to injure the 
innocent. We are extremely fortunate 
to have a good range and equipment 


which helps safety.” 
Kinsey said the local department 
went “all out” to qualify each officer. 
The range is equivalent to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation course. 
The lighted facility has 12 firing 
lines with automatic turning targets. 
To insure bystander safety, targets 
are backed by a high earthen berms. 
The facility is also bounded by a 10- 
foot concrete wall on one side and 
chain link fencing on the remaining 
two sides. 
Bob Butler, a special agent with the 
FBI, consulted with Plano officials 
while the range was being built and 
served as range officer for the first 
qualification round 
Each qualifying officer marked his buddy's target and noted the score. 


on Target 


Bob Powell and Lonny Carter learned 
firearms safety and methods of group 
instruction in an intensive two-week 
course. 
Now that everyone has qualified, 
the range will be open twice a week 
for practice under the supervision of a 
range officer. Each officer must 
requalify each year. 
As a courtesy, Texas Highway 
Patrol officers and Richardson police 


officers can also use the range. Other 
Collin County law enforcement of­ 
ficers will also be allowed to use the 
facility. 
Designed for survival shooting, the 
course has man-shaped targets which 
turn to face the officer. The score is 
determined by the area the bullets hit. 
Using their standard 357 magnums 
loaded with 38 calibre bullets, the

supervised—even to the 
point of being carried from 
room to room. 


“ He is getting extremely 
large and I have been ad­ 
vised not to carry him 
because of a back problem” 
said Mrs. Ensley. “ His 
handicaps are so complex it 
is almost impossible for him 
to respond unless he is in a 
totally 
controlled 
en­ 
vironment and routine.” 


The family has exhausted 
all its affordable alter­ 
natives in this area. Terry 
went to the Loving Care 
facility in Garland for awhile 
(that school is used jointly by 
Plano 
and 
surrounding 
school districts) but the 
Endsleys did not feel that 
program was appropriate 
for their son. 
Terry also spent what his 
mother described as “ a 
miserable year” at the 


Callier School for the Deaf in 
Denton. 
“ They did not even provide 
proper day care there, 
sometimes 
not 
even 
changing his diaper all day 
long,” 
Sharon 
Endsley 
claimed. “ He regressed 
drastically that year.” 
Even 
several 
Dallas 
facilities did not provide an 
answer. 
“ In 
the 
educational 
programs 
for 
the 
han­ 
dicapped children in the 
Dallas area, it is my ex­ 
perience that they cater to 
the 
children 
who 
can 
sometimes 
easily 
and 
readily respond to learning 
situations,” 
explained 
Terry’s mother. “ These are 
children 
with 
singular 
handicaps or children who 
are less involved intectually. 
Sometimes these children 
can respond almost as well 
as normal children. 
“ This is not the case with 
Terry.” 


The Endsleys have applied 
for state school placement 
and are currently on the 
active waiting list, but it will 
be several years before their 
son can be admitted. 
Terry spent one month in 
the Denton State School 
under an emergency care 
program. Mrs. Endsley said 
that he responded extremely 
well to residential care and 
“ let it be known in his own 
way he was not happy to 
come home.” 
Ray of Hope 
There is a slim chance that 
Terry’s situation may not be 
as hopeless as it seems. 
Governor Dolph Briscoe is 
expected to call a special 
session of the legislature 
tomorrow. By law, he must 
specify the items that can be 
discussed in the session. 
If the governor’s call is 
broad enough to include all 
facets 
of 
educational 
financing rather than just a 
general school finance plan,

then a change in special 
education cases like Terry’s 
could be made. 
According 
to 
T EA ’s 
associate commissioner for 
special 
education 
Don 
Partridge, his organization 
plans to request enough 
funds to continue caring for 
these students already in 
homes like 
T erry’s 
in­ 
stitution in Azle. 
“ We’re doing everything 
we can to assure parents that 
the care will continue,” 
Partridge said. He added 
that TEA is also trying to get 
federal funds for contracting 
out-of-district students to 
private institutions. 
“ It all depends on the 
legislature,” he said. 
Mrs. Endsley is hopeful 
that state funds will even­ 
tually be provided and that 
her son will be able to be 
cared 
for 
properly— 
physically, emotionally and 
educationally. 
She praised State Rep. Bob 
Hendricks for his efforts in 
securing schooling for Terry 
and also commended the 
PISD for its help. 
“ I 
feel 
very 
en­ 
couraged and proud to be 
part of a country that will do 
their very best to see that all 
children have the same 
opportunity to grow and 
learn,” 
she 
said 
op­ 
timistically. 
“ I want the people of Plano 
to know what’s going on (in 
cases like Terry’s),’” Mrs. 
En d sley 
em phasized. 
“ There are so many people 
here who have 
normal 
children. They don’t often 
realize 
what 
a 
good 
education their children are 
getting here in Plano.”

A good first aid kit consists of a 
variety of bandages and equip­ 
ment, placed in a fancy box and is 
grossly overpriced. Now don't get 
me wrong because I feel no family 
should be without one, but there is 
just too much stuff in those that you 
buy that one doesn't need. 
Let 
me 
qualify 
the 
above 
statement, if you are going to be 
setting broken legs or doing ap­ 
pendectomies, then by all means go 
out any buy yourself one of those 
$30 or $40 jobs. lf not you can make 
one that is much more serviceable. 
The following list is drawn up 
with the idea in mind that if 
anything very bad happens you are 
going to the doctor anyway. 
First of all there should 
be 
various sizes of bandaids, some 4 
by 4 gauze pads, and some tape to 
hold em on with. This will take care 
of 90 percent of the various cuts and 
scrapes that occur in the home. As 
far as rolled gauze goes, it is very 
seldom used and unless a person 
knows how to use, the victim is 
going to wind up looking like a 
mummy. 
Next, I feel you need a good 
antibiotic 
ointment 
such 
as 
AAycitracin, B.P.N., Neosporin, or 
half a dozen others that are equally 
as effective. 
Then there should be an ointment 
for relief of pain from minor burns 
and insect bites such as americaine 
or sol a rcai ne. 
A good eye wash or an eye 
irrigating solution comes in handy 
in case some foreign matter gets in 
the eye. 
Course, I am a firm believer in 
having some meat tenderizer there 
to make a paste to neutralize insect 
stings; and if small children are in 
the family, a bottle of ipecac to use 
in case of poisoning after you call 
your doctor. 
One other thing, if you still feel 
you want to buy a first aid kit, I will 
be more than happy to sell you one.

Grants for Thoughts 


An alarming trend in “public 
participation funding” 
among 
government agencies threatens 
to shake the foundations of our 
free institutions. The opportuni­ 
ties for massive abuses are ob­ 
vious. 
Already operating in the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission, the pro­ 
gram is soon to be copied by sev­ 
eral other units of the bureau­ 
cracy from the Civil Aeronautics 
Board to the Food and Drug Ad­ 
m inistration. 
The 
program 
would enable the Environmental 
Protection Agency, for example, 
to provide a grant to a special in­ 
terest group for the purpose of 
preparing official testimony. 
The idea is being promoted 
with the felicitous rationaliza­ 
tion that the government wants 
your opinion and is willing to pay 
you for it. All goodness and light, 
all 
magnanimous 
and 
demo­ 
cratic. 
Except that it is a delicious 
chance for boodling and loading 
the information available for 
fed era l 
d ecisio n -m a k in g . 
Nothing is written into the by­ 
laws of the bureaucracy to pre­ 
vent political favoritism of the 
most outrageous sort. The Con­ 
sumer Products Safety Commis­ 
sion, say, has scheduled a hear­ 
ing on Brand X; nurturing a 
prejudice against Brand X, the 


commission farms out grants to 
Brand X’s opponents with may­ 
be a sop to Brand X’s friends and 
spokesmen. 
What sort of decision is the 
commission likely to reach with 
such testimony? Ask another. 
Think of the jobs that can be 
created and the research that 
can be sustained with all that 
money available just for testi­ 
fying. 
The truth is, as with so many 
other bureaucratic objectives, 
the results of “public participa­ 
tion funding” will be the opposite 
of those claimed. Testimony in 
government hearings has 
al­ 
ways been — and necessarily — 
exclusive rather than inclusive 
of everybody’s opinion. Making 
use of tax money to pay for testi­ 
mony only delim its opinion 
further. 
Already the promiscuous is­ 
suance of government research 
grants has given birth to a class 
of people whose main expertise 
is in how to obtain government 
research grants. “Public par­ 
ticipation funding” only multi­ 
plies that class, delivering 
another blow to democracy as it 
enlists dubiously 
m otivated 
opinion.

President Carter has earned an exceedingly high 
mark for his intelligent and politically courageous 
decision to halt production of the Bl bomber, a 
redundant anachronism that would have been the 
militaryindustrial complex’s most gigantic boondoggle 
to date. The decision no doubt will generate a wave of 
resentment from the hawkish right But acceptance of 
even massive ideological indignation is a small price to 
pay for a proper national policy. To have gone ahead 
with the Bl would have wasted billions — upwards of 
IOO billion dollars over the next 30 years — without 
improving our defensive capability one iota. The 
President made the right choice and we applaud him 
for it. 
The case against the Bl was overwhelming. In an age 
of intercontinental ballistic missiles that can reach the 
USSR from silos in Missouri and elsewhere in half an 
hour, the Bl is analagous to the horse in the day of the 
Sherman tank; time and technology have long since 
passed it by. Even if the Bl could penetrate Soviet 
defenses — and that is highly questionable — its 
assigned targets would have been destroyed hours 
earlier; the best it could do would be to stir the rubble. 
The fact is that the day of the manned bomber has 
passed, as the President has recognized and the 
generals have not. We are fortunate that the generals 
are not in charge.

In deciding to halt construction of the costly Bl 
bomber program. President Carter showed courage 
and, we believe, sound strategic judgment 
In point of fact, it is extraordinarily hard to halt a 
major weaons system once it gets rolling, and the Bl 
was no exception. The supersonic bomber was backed 
by a powerful lobby comprising the Air Force, defense 
contractors and subcontractors, labor unions, a 
majority in Congress and defense-minded civilian 
groups. 


To his credit, Carter had the backbone to resist the 
Bl lobby and decide against it on two basic grounds: its 
staggering cost of more than $100 million a plane and 
its dubious utility in the 1980s when it would be 
deployed by the Air Force... 
The plane itself was conceived in 1961 when a need 
was seen for a bomber to penetrate the Soviet Union by 
flying under enemy radar. 
But since then — in the era of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles against which there is no defense — 
the Bl lost much validity and purpose. In addition, if 
the United States deployed the plane Moscow would 
surely upgrade its capacity to track it and shoot it 
down. 
Carter’s clincher of an argument against the Bl, 
however, was that it was planned before the cruise 
missile came into sight. Now under intense develop­ 
ment, the cruise missile is a small pilotless jet designed 
to deliver a nuclear warhead accurately over a 1,500- 
mile range... 
Also, it is worth keeping in mind that the President 
did not completely discard the Bl. He told the Air Force 
to complete testing and developing the plane. Thus if 
the cruise missile disappoints or the Russians show 
unanticipated nastiness, a fleet of bombers could be 
built...

Few Americans are likely to disagree with the desire 
of Transportation Secretary Brock Adams to avoid 
9,000 traffic fatalities a year through improved 
protection for automobile occupants. But the way he 
has chosen to aim at that goal is the most expensive 
means available, and far from the most effective. 
Adams has ruled, subject to congressional veto, that 
air bags or automatically self fastening safety belts 
must be put in the front seats of new cars starting on a 
phased schedule in the 1982,1983 and 1984 model years. 
The air bags will inflate automatically when the front 
bumper feels an impact of a certain strength. The seat 
belts will be anchored on one end of the doors; they will 
envelop and protect occupants without any human 
action. 
The basic problem is plain enough, and frightful 
enough Highway carnage snuffs out almost 50,000 lives 
a year in the United States. Some 70 per cent of people 
riding in cars today decline to fasten their belts. People 
who die because they neglected to use belts impose not 
only grief on their families but great costs on others. 
Yet the bags and the automatic belts won’t do the 
same job that today’s ordinary belt systems do. The 
bags are good in front-end collisions, almost useless 
when a car is bashed on the side. To avoid pinning 
people inside a wreck, they must deflate almost as 
quickly as they expand That means that occupants are 
unprotected against the subsequent ricochets that are 
common in the worst accidents. 
The door-mounted belts are dangerous, too. They can 
lock an occupant inside the car if the door is damaged.

Like it or not, every car buyer will have to pay for a 
set of air bags or similar “passive restraint” in his 
automobile by 1984. That will be the effect (unless 
Congress disagrees) of Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams’ ruling last week. 
Free choice figures strongly in the air-bag con­ 
troversy, and more than one critic noted the grim 
coincidence of Adams’ deadline of 1984, the year of 
George Orwell’s Big Brother. 
We suspect drivers will find ways to defeat the air 
bag, and the automatic harness, and any other system 
that may be devised, even after they have been forced 
to buy them. They shouldn’t, but they will. Congress 
might as well avoid all that extra expense and trouble 
now, and overrule Sec. Adams, leaving the motorist the 
choice as to how safe he wants to be. 


The Parkersburg (W.Va.) Sentinel 
President Carter acted properly in halting work on 
the controversial fast breeder nuclear reactor and 
outlawing extraction of plutonium from spent reactor 
fuel. 
The nuclear power industry will be up in arms over 
the President's decision because the breeder’s ad­ 
vantage over ordinary reactors is that it produces 
more fuel than it consumes. However, the President 
will be supported by many scientists and en­ 
vironmentalists who consider the breeder an even 
more dangerous kind of atomic reactor than heretofore 
developed. This is so because the fuel it creates is 
plutonium, one of the most toxic substances known and 
the basic ingredient in atomic bombs. 
Plutonium is extremely long lived so that a sub­ 
stantial portion of any accidentally leaked into the 
environment would be around 100,000 years from now. 
There is increasing concern too that if terrorists were 
somehow to obtain plutonium, they could easily 
manufacture atomic bombs.

Insomniacs Sedated 
By Taped Melodies 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— The right kind of music 
can assure a good night’s 
rest, help cure alcoholism, 
calm the disturbed and lull 
babies 
to 
sleep, 
says 
organist Adam Kniest. 
Kniest has spent 30 of his 
58 
y ears 
studying 
the 
relationship between song 
and sleep. 
An organist at St. Bren­ 
d an ’s 
Church 
here, 
he 
caused a stir several years 
ago when he declared rock 
music an affront 
to the 
human nervous system. 
Now 
he has taped 
a 
medley of excerpts from 
classical m usic that he 
guarantees to put almost 
anyone to sleep quickly. 
“ It will sedate any insom­ 
niac,” he said in an in­ 
terview. 


It is common knowledge 
that music affects moods. 
K niest 
believes 
he 
has 
discovered at least part of 
the code linking certain 
kinds of tunes to certain 
moods. 
He said he recently was 
invited by a mother tc help 
with a 3-year-old child who 
had chronic asthma and was 
unable to sleep more than an 
hour and a half at a time. 
K niest 
said 
when 
he 
played the record “ the child 
was asleep in IO minutes, has 


slept every night since then 
and even takes an afternoon 
nap.” 
He makes equally bold 
claims for his tape’s ef­ 
fectiveness in putting adults 
to sleep or calming those in a 
rage. 
He says he began work on 
his “audio sentience” at the 
V eterans 
H ospital 
of 
Philadelphia. A patient there 
who had been terribly tor­ 
tured by the Japanese in 
World War II used to go into 
uncontrollable rages. 
The 
man had to be put in a 
padded cell for six or seven 
days at a time until he 
exhausted himself and went 
into a coma. 
Kniest 
said 
the 
p sy ch iatrists 
in 
charge 
allowed him to try his music 
therapy on the patient. 
“ In 45 minutes he was 
sedated,” Kniest said. “ He 
sat there wanting to know 
what music it was. For the 
first time in eight months he 
came up stable. 
“ I was always curious 
about why composers tend to 


write in certain keys when 
trying to say some specific 
thing. I found they tend to 
write in certain keys when 
trying to convey 
certain 
emotions.” 
The organist researched 
257 musical selections for ll 
sym phonic 
pieces 
h a r­ 
monically strung together to 
convey the message: “ Go to 
sleep .”

The $64 I million increase 
includes $60 million that will 
be available for general use 
and $4 million in earm arked 
funds.

Bullock noted.

Blind Date Hotline 
Draws Big Audience 


DA IX AS (UPI) - The 
young woman had a minute 
to describe herself. Her 
voice was nervous, uneven. 
“Well, I’m 20 and I work as 
a retail clerk,’’ she said. 
“Ah, well, I’m 5-6 have tong 
brown hair and hazel eyes. 
I’m kinda pretty. I like to 
dance and swim and go 
horseback riding. 
“ I, ah, I’d kinda like to 
meet a guy who’s, ah, well, 
you know, friendly and likes 
to have fun. W'ho likes to do 
the sam e kinda stuff I like to 
do.” 
The voice of Dick Syatt 
broke in. He thanked the girl 
for calling his talk show and 
wished her luck. 
“ Okay, you 
guys out 
there,” he said. “That was 
No. 186. If you think she’s the 


kind of girl you’d like to take 
out, just give me a call and 
I’ll give you her num ber.” 
The show, on WFAA-AM 
from 7-11 p.m. each Thurs­ 
day, is called “ Hotline.” It 
began last November and 
has turned into a success for 
Syatt, a native Bostonian. 
“ I thought about Hotline 
one night on the way to 
work,” he said. “ There was 
no promotion, nothing. I just 
got on the air and told 
listeners what I was doing. 
At first no one called. Finally 
the calls began to trickle in 
and soon the lines were tied 
up. We talked to people until 
I a m .” 
A person calls and talks to 
Jane Syatt, the host’s wife 
and producer of 
Hotline. 
Mrs. Syatt takes the caller’s 
American Legion 
Holds State Meet 


phone number and assigns 
the person a code. 
Syatt then gives the caller 
the 60-second opportunity to 
make his or her pitch for a 
date. Anyone listening who 
might be interested then 
calls the station and asks for 
“code so-and-so’s num ber.” 
One of the first couples 
matched on Hotline soon will 
wed. 
Hotline has attracted more 
than 3,000 calls since its 
inception. 
Some Thursday 
evenings as many as 150 
people, age 18 to 70, call 
looking for a date. 
Syatt said there has been 
but one complaint about his 
show. 
A man in his early 40s 
called Hotline and gave his 
60-second speech. Within two 
hours, the man had received 
40 calls from prospective 
dates. 
“ He asked me to nuit 
giving out his code num ber.” 


Comproller projects will be 
coming into the treasury, 
except by a four-fifths vote.

“What we have to do in 
making a revenue estim ate 
is to look at least 24 months 
into the future, and I can 
assure you that isn’t any 
easy task in a changing 
economy,” he said. 
In addition to the com- 
p l e x i t i e s , 
r e v e n u e 
estimating is a thankless 
task, the Comptroller noted. 
“The minute I issue a 
revenue 
estim ate, 
I ’m 
bombarded with calls from 
people complaining that I 
should never have said we’re 
going to have more money 
because the Legislature will 
only spend it. 
“ But if I don’t I’m not 
meeting my constitutional 
obligations.” 


The rapid growth of the 
state budget has added a 
further pitfall by reducing 
dram atically the margin for 
error in revenue estimating, 
Bullock said. 
“Ten years ago if we were 
off a little in our estim ate— 
say two percent—it would 
have m eant a difference of 
only $88 million. 
“ If we’re off two percent in 
our forecast for 1978-79, it’s 
going to be a $330 million 
m istake.” 
Bullock said that his office 
has called upon business and 
industry leaders to assist in 
com piling 
the 
revenue 
estim ate—something 
that 
hadn’t been done in the past. 
“These are some of the 
best 
econom ic 
m inds 
available, and they have 
been a tremendous help,” 
Bullock said. 
“These figures we are 
giving the Legislature are 
not m uch different than 
those used by these same 
businessm en in planning 
their companies future. 
“They are optimistic and 
we are optimistic,” Bullock 
said.

WASHINGTON ( U P I ) - A 
reader writes to say she 
received a letter from a 
m ajor nationwide retail 
store offering her a charge 
account because she had an 
excellent credit record. 
The company sweetened 
the offer with a $5 gift cer­ 
tificate if she accepted the 
offer. 
The reader is not offended 
at the offer or the $5. But 
how, she asks, do they know 
her credit record is good? 
What 
business is it of 
their’s? Have they been on a 
fishing expedition in 
the 
credit files? 
Credit records maintained 
by local credit bureaus are 
private — with some ex­ 
ceptions. The Fair Credit 
Reporting Act permits credit 
information to be released to 
another company that wants 
to give you credit. 
The Associated Credit Bu­ 
reau , Inc. says companies 
sometimes ask their local 
credit bureau to provide 
names of persons 
whose 
credit records meet a cer­ 
tain standard, who are 
considered excellent risks, 
for example. 
A bureau spokesman said 
the law permits a company 
to get names on that basis 


only if it then offers the 
persons a charge account 
with no strings attached. The 
account is there. A consumer 
has only to pick up the op­ 
tion. 
It 
appears 
this 
technique was used in the 
offer you received. 
The 
bureau 
said 
one 
variation on that tactic is 
becoming more common: 
the retailer doesn’t actually 
get names, but the credit 
bureau sends out the in­ 
vitation, telling the customer 
that credit is available if he 
or she wants it. 
But it is no longer legal to 
send unsolicited credit cards 
through the mail. 
Also, retailers can obtain 
names for issuing credit 
invitations 
by 
buying 
mailing lists for specific 
geographic areas. In such 
cases, the consumer usually 
is extended an offer of credit 
instead of being told that an 
account is available for the 
asking. 
In addition, credit laws 
affecting women have un­ 
dergone changes recently. 
The changes affect women’s 
rights to separate credit 
histories of their own, and 
prevents their losing their 
credit records when they 
marry.

But now, the prostitutes are 
fighting back. They are or­ 
ganizing. In San Francisco, 
there is Coyote; New York 
has Pony; Honolulu, Dolphin. 
A prim ary aim of these 
groups is to push for the de­ 
criminalization of prostitu­ 
tion. Not the legalization, 
which 
brings about 
other 
sorts of controls, but de­ 
criminalization, which puts 
prostitution outside the realm 
of the law all together, like 
cigarette smoking or gun 
ownership. 


Though the idea is frighten­ 
ing at first thought, these 
women make strong points in 
its favor. Prostitution laws 
are extrem ely costly to 
enforce, 
and 
certainly 
detract from the time and at­ 
tention that can be paid to 
victim-oriented and violent 
crime. In the city of Seattle, 
for one year only, enforce­ 
ment cost $1 million. Just to 
a rre st one 
pro stitu te 
in 
Seattle, according to Prof. 
Jennifer Jam es, cost $1,560. 
Tile bill to the taxpayers for 
arresting, 
processing, 
and 
imprisoning 2,116 prostitutes 
totaled $375,000 in 1971 in San 
Francisco. 


The high price of prosecu­ 
tion and the doubtful benefits 
derived were discussed in the 
Proceedings of the National 
C onference of Women in 
Crime, sponsored by the Na­ 
tional League of Cities and 
the 
U.S. 
C onference 
of 
Mayors. 


There are many aspects to 
the motivation for women to 
become prostitutes; psycho­ 
logical, social, sexual ... but 
the overriding motive is al­ 
ways financial. For a high 
percentage of these women, 
there is no other way to earn 
as much money as they can in 
the oldest profession. And 
even though it’s painful for 
many of us to admit, there 
would be no such profession if 
there 
w eren ’t custom ers 
seeking the service.

POLLY'S POINTERS

Knit nylons into sweaters 


POLLY'S PROBLEM 


D E A R PO LLY - In the early 1960s you had a Pointer 
concerning knitting sw eaters with old nylon hose and 
since we now have a new generation of knitters coming 
up in our 4-H Clubs I thought a repeat of this would 
prove interesting. Many thanks. — NANCY 


DEAR NANCY - I think you are right that after so 


many years it might be well to repeat the basic, and 
only necessary, information pertaining to making such a 
sweater. 
Any pattern that one may like may be followed after 


you have made a few samples using different width 
strips and different size needles so as to know the 
number of stitches to figure for each inch. Do not 
attempt fancy stitches in either a cardigan or pullover 
but only knit a row, purl a row. knit a row and so on or 
knit every row. 
The hose used must all be the same weight such as 


sheer, service weight, etc., and have no wide “ runs." 
Figure on using in the neighborhood of IOO hose as the 
width of the strips and the size of the sweater will cause 
variations in the required number. The original Pointer 
suggested first stripping the hose with color remover 
and then dyeing them the desired color before starting 
to knit. I found it is best to remove the color, knit the 
sweater and then dye it as it might be difficult to get an 
exact color match if more hose were needed to finish. 
Rather than the first suggested one-fourth inch wide 


strips I recommend cutting them one-half or even three- 
fourths inch wide. Cut off tops, cut round and round in 
the desired width cutting out the heel and stopping when 
the toe is reached. The strips may be tacked together 
with a few stitches as one rolls the strips into balls. The 
edges will curl up so there is no danger of ragged edges 
showing. Our original contributor suggested using 
rather large wooden needles but I see no reason why 
plastic needles could not be used. 
It is very important that one uses a bit of time and a 


few stockings to make test swatches to get the proper 
stitch gauge and to know the work looks the way you like 
it. Good luck. This can be a fun as well as a worthwhile 
project. — POLLY.

The more you do 
this, the less anxiety will 
haunt you.

Church Addresses 
Sexuality Issue 


WASHINGTON fUPI) - 
The United Church of Christ, 
long a bellwether of U.S. 
Protestant 
attitudes 
on 
racial and social justice, is 
positioning itself out front on 
yet 
another 
— 
human 
sexuality. 
Sex, in all of its aspects, 
dominated the deliberations 
of the 1.8 million member 
denomination’s five-day lith 
General Assembly which 
ended Tuesday. 
Most controversial were 
resolutions supporting civil 
rights for homosexuals, 
reception of a controversial 
study suggesting the Bible 
should not be the sole norm 
in judging Christian sexual 
relations and a condem­ 
nation of the “exploitative” 
aspects of sex and violence 
in TV programming. 
While the denomination’s 
liberals were in firm control 
of the biennial synod, win­ 
ning most votes by a 2-1 
m arg in , 
co n serv ativ es 
warned 
that 
if 
the 
denomination continued to 
take such “frontline” stands 
it would cost the church both 
money and members. 


But delegates went ahead 
anyway. 
In one of the strongest 
resolutions adopted, the UCC 
warned that the recent 
repeal of the gay civil rights 
ordinance in Dade County, 
Fla., 
“represents a 
new 
re actio n ary 
m ovem ent 
which may eventually erode 
the civil liberties of all.” 
In a reference to the anti­ 
gay campaign waged by 
singer Anita Bryant of the 
Save Our Children Crusade, 
the church said it “deplores 
the use of scripture to 
generate hatred, and the 
violation of civil rights of 
gay and bisexual persons.” 
The study 
on 
human 
sexuality called on the 
d e n o m in a tio n ’s 
lo c a l 
churches to take an active 
and progressive role in 
protecting abortion rights, 
making contraception in­ 
formation and sex education 
available and protecting 
civil 
liberties 
for 
homosexuals. 
Other actions included; 
—Linking sexism 
and 
racism, which it said were 
“among the most profound 


social 
and 
spiritual 
problems to em erge in 
human history.” 
—Calling 
on 
North 
Carolina Gov. James Hunt to 
“ im m ediately 
grant 
a 
pardon of innocence” to the 
“Wilmington IO” civil rights 
activists. 
—Condemning 
alleged 
abuse 
by 
governmental 
authorities of the grand jury 
system and calling for 
support of people imprisoned 
for refusing to testify before 
federal grand juries. 
—Calling for “stringent 
economic sanctions” against 
Romania, South Korea and 
the Philippines for alleged 
human rights’ violations. 
—Appealing to U.S. cor­ 
porations 
to 
withdraw 
com pletely 
from 
South 
Africa. 
—Agreeing to spend the 
next two years exploring the 
practical 
possibility 
of 
formal m erger with the 
Christian Church (Disciples 
of Christ). 
The delegates also elected

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Some Silence 
Beneficial

In 1937, Hantz Hildebrand 
and a few members of his 
L utheran 
congregation 
walked into a Berlin Gestapo 
office and asked permission 
to take Jewish children out of 
Germany. 
They were asked to wait in 
the small ante-room. The 
times were tense so these 
three who had taken their 
lives in their hands spent 
their time awaiting the de­ 
cision in silent prayer. 
The room must have been 
bugged because three times 
someone came into the room 
to check what they were do­ 
ing only to find them silently 
praying. 
After a time, Dr. Hilde­ 
brand noted, that seemed like 
hours, their silence was 
broken by a Gestapo officer 
who announced, “You have 
twelve days to get the chil­ 
dren out of Germany.” 
If each person who reads 
this can discover some small 
part of the value of silence 
when pressure, tension, or 
risk is involved, you will be a 
richer person. It is the words 
that blurt out before we think 
that sets off the explosion or 
ignites the fuse. Ju st a 
moment of thoughtful silence 
is 
a 
great 
deal 
more 
valuable than a thousand 
apologies later. 
Remember it was after 
tempers had cooled and the 
angry words had been said 
that Jesus wrote in the dust. 
When there was a chance for 
what he had to say to be 
heard, he looked up and said 
those things that spoke of 
compassion and love con­ 
cerning the stoning of the 
adulterous woman. 


It has only been recently 
that the value of the cooling- 
off period between manage­ 
ment and labor has been dis­ 
covered. What has been 
learned as being necessary 
about this area of life, can we 
not apply to our own life? To 
insist on the same cooling-off 
period for our own inter-per­ 
sonal relationships is good 
management. 
A woman in my parish, 
May Richardson, had to have 
a 
very 
difficult 
throat 
operation. She was not to ut­ 
ter a sound for a period of two 
months. 


Later, she sat in my office 
and said that she had learned 
erne of the deep secrets of life. 
For daily living, there is a 
greet resource in silence. She 
observed that wit is the frost­ 
ing, eloquence is entrancing, 
but for knowing oneself, 
silence is the best of them all. 
I paid a good sum of money 
to hear a psychoanalyst 
speak for 30 minutes. At first, 
I felt cheated when he told the 
group that his time was going 
to be divided equally between 
silence and speaking. He 
would speak for some three to 
seven minutes and then have 
equal silence following where 


we could consider the things 
that he had said. 
I have never received so 
much in such a short period of 
time in my life. The silence 
reinforced, applied, 
and 
underlined what he said. 
This can be applied to our 
prayer life. Often we make a 
prayer a long list of petitions 
laid out for the Almighty’s at­ 
tention. It is interspersed 
with little thanks, and said in 
a monologue stream 
of 
thought. 
The saints tell us that half 
of prayer should be listening.

In California, often the 
pacemaker in national real 
estate activity, the value of 
residential building permits 
during March alone was just 
over $1 billion.

Looking at a few specific 
regions, in Orange County 
and San Diego in California, 
new home projects are selling 
out in a day or two. In Den­ 
ver, one builder had a quarter 
as many home sales in one 
May weekend as in all of 1976.
